CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 23d a cave-in occurred in Mer- 
thyr-Tydvil, Wales. One miner was killed 
and fifty-eight were temporarily en- 
tombed alive, but were afterward res- 
cued, 

On the 231 the Spanish steamer Emili- 
ane, which put into Queenstown with her 
cargo of cotton on fire, was dry-docked. 
When her hatches were removed it was 
discovered that she was still on fire. 
Water and steam were applied for hours, 
and finally the fire was extinguished. The 
cargo is almost a total loss. 

RECENTLY the warden of the Hudson 
County (N. J.) penitentiary, at Snake Hill, 
discovered a plot for a general delivery 
of convicts confined in that institution. 
The cells and persons of five long-term 
prisoners being searched, files, knives, 
saws, drills, a pair of compasses and a 
key which readily unlocked the cell and 
corridor duors, were discovered. The cul- 
prits were placed in close confinement on 
bread and water. 








A Pomona (Cal.) special says that 
Dwight W. Lord, cashier of a National 
bank at Omaha, who arrived at Pomona 
on the 25th, claims to have been robbed 
on the Santa Fe train between Needles 
and San Bernardino of $1,500 in money 
and $,000 in notes, which he carried in 
his sachel. 

On the 25th the north-bound train on 
the Richmond & Petersburg railroad ran 
into the rearend of a lumber train,-.six 
miles from Richmond, Va. The lumber 
train was on a side-track, and not clear- 
ing the main track, the mail train plunged 
into it. Several trainmen were injured, 
but no passengers. 

COLEMAN Pitts, postmaster at Pomona, 
Westmoreland County, Pa., was arrested, 
ou the 25th, for: rifling registered letters. 
The discovery of the thief was accom- 
plished by means of decoy letters. 

On the 2th Cashier George Jessup of 
the Scranton (Pa.) City Bank was placed 
under arrest, charged with embezzling 
$135,000. The directors also decided to 
close the bank, placing it in the hands of 
an assignee until its condition can be as- 
certained. 

On the 26th a fire at Lubeck, Germany, 
destroyed several extensive warehouses 
filled with cotton and flax. The loss f& 
estimated at £89,000. 

On the morning of the 26th the Bellows 
Falls (Minn.) Times building and a num- 
ber of stores were burned. Loss, $30,000. 

ALBERT MarTIN, colored. who commit- 


ted an assault upon Mrs. John Gills, near 


Port Huron, Mich., was lynched on the 
moruing of the 27th. 

At Eastonburg, Vt., three children of 
Charles Paronto, while playing in the 
barn, on the 26th, set fire to straw and the 
barn was burned, together with a seven- 
year-old boy. Paronto was so badly 
burned in trying to rescue the child that 
his recovery is doubtful. 

Ir isreported that the immigrant steam- 
ship Chicago, from Hull and Newcastle 
for New York, was ina collision outside 
of Hull, on the 25th, and badly, damaged. 
No lives are reported lost. 

On the 26th eleven business houses in 
Dublin, Ga., were consumed by fire. To- 
tal loss, $40,000. Only one of the firms 
carried any insurance, 

In Belgrade, Servia, on the 27th, an 
anti-Progressist mob stoned the house of 


_ex-Premief Grarachinine, and then de- 


molished several club houses and print- 
ing offices. The troops charged the mob, 
and three persons were killed. Three 
soldiers were also killed. The mob rushed 
from house to house searching for 
Progressists, who were compeled to 
secret themselves everywhere. 

Reno, Nev., was visited by a $300,000 
fire on the 26th. One theater, one depot, 
one round-house, two flouring mills, five 
hotels, six business houses and eighteen 
dwellings were consumed, 

On the 26th the residence of Emanuel 
Smith, near St. Mary’s, O., was destroyed 
by fire. A boy named Copsey, who had 
been stopping over night with the Smiths, 
was once rescued from the flames, but 
while overcome with fright, and before he 
could be caught, rushed back into the 
midst of the fire aud perished. ' 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

On the 24th the Aged Workmen’s In- 
surance bill was passed in the German 
Reichstag. The bill provides that a smal! 
monthly amount be deducted from the 
wages of all working people, the money 
thus collected to be laid aside for in- 
surance against old age and sickness. 
The state adds to the insurance fund a | 
sum equal to one-third the amount col- 
lected. 5 
On the 24th, in the race between the

Ir is stated that the German Govern: 
ment has arrested a number of French- 
men at Soultzmatt, Alsace, on a charge 
of treason. 

Os the 24th the Fish Co:nmission 
stesmer Albatross left San Francisco 
with seven Senators on board, bound 
north. She will leave the Senatorial 
party at Sitka, and pick them up agwin on 
her way south. 

In the British House of Commons the 
bill restoring the punishment of flogging 
with the cat-o’-nine-tails, and authoriz- 
ing its infliction upon burglars convicted 
of having dangerous weapons in their 
possession, has passed its third reading, 
and its passage in the House of Lords is 
assured. 

On the 25th an adjourned meeting for 
the purpose of completing the organiza- 
tion of a New England educational so- 
ciety was held at Boston. The report of 
the committee on organization was read 
and an amendment adopted that the pro- 
posed association be made national in 
character. 

THe Dominion Government has an- 
nounced that an order in council has been 
passed reducing the clearance fees 
charged on American vessels entering 
and leaving Canadian ports on the great 
lakes to fifty cents for vessels of any ton- 
nage. 

THE concert at the Academy of M-asic 
in New York City, on the night of the 
26th, for the benefit of the family of the 
late Civil Justice Michael Norton, readized 
$19,000. 

A GRAND council of the five Indian na- 
tions in Indian Territory is to be held at 
Purcell, I. T., beginning June 3. 

THE war ships Adams and Iroquois are 
to be dispatched to Behring sea to main- 
tain our rights to the seal fisheries as 
against the Canadian poachers and their 
armed protectors. 

On the morning of the 27th it was discov- 
ered that some time during the previous 
day (Sunday) the Chicago post-office had 
been robbed of eighty-six registered let- 
ters. The amount they contained is not 
known. 

THE steamer Servia arrived at Queens- 
town on the 27th and reported passing the 
wreck of the steamer David W. Hunt, of 
Bath, Me. They searched in vain for her 
boats or crew. 

It is said that the executive officers of 
the committee of One Hundred at Indian- 
apolis, Ind., are displeased over the ac- 
tion of the President in remitting the fine 
of Sim Coy, of that city, who is serving 
aterm in the Michigan City penitentiary 
for election frauds. 

Every ore-handler in Marquette, Mich. 
struck for an increase of pay onthe morn- 
ing of the 27th. Nearly three hundred 
men are out. A big fleet of ore-carriers, 
with a capacity of 12,000 tons, is tied up. 
The men demand $1.75 per day. 

THe Chamber of Commerce of West 
Superior, Mich., has issued invitations to 
all the leading commercial bodies of the 
East and Northwest to send delegates to 
a waterways convention:to be held in that 
city August 9. This convention will pre- 
sent a memorial to Congress to make 
larger appropriations for the deepening 
of the harbors on the great lakes. 

Tue [siand of Crete seeks annexation 
to Greece. 

Tue American Starch Mauufacturing 
Company, located at Columbus, Ind., has 
assigned for the benefit of its creditors, 
Assets and liabilities, $100,000. The works 
had been idle for severaf mouths.

Rev. J. R. Moxury and his son, a young 
man twenty years old, were drowned iy 
Black river, near Newport, Ark., on the 
24th. 

THE latest in the combine world is the 
Mammoth beer Trust of St. Louis and other 
points, so as to organize a monopoly 
similar to that of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. 

Tre total amount of bonds purchased 
since August 3, 1887, to dateis $169,351,600, 
of which $61,591,100 were 4 per cents, and 
$107,760,500 41-2 per cents. The cost of 
these bonds was $195,729,428, of which $78,- 
929, 979 was paid for 4 per cents and 
$116, 699,449 for the 4 1-2 per cents. 

Tues reduction of letter postage from two 
to one cent is again talked of among the 
postoffice authorities at Washington. 

HILurarD Hix and Napoleon Lawson got 
intoan affray at Gate City, Ala., on the 
26th, and the former was cut to death.

A TRAIN WRECKED, 


& Train Wrecked on the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Road and All the Passengers 
Injured—Reward For the Wreckers. 

St. Lovis, May 25.—The west bound 
trainon the St. Louis & San Francisco 
railroad, which left St. Louis Thursday 
night at 8:15 o’clock, was wrecked three 
miles west of Sullivan, Mo., sixty-eight 
miles west of St. Louis. Not a passenger 
escaped unburt and forcy-nve were seri- 
ously injured, though no deaths are yet 
reported, 

The train was running at a high rate of 
speed when suddenly and without warn- 
ing the track gave way and the locomotive, 
baggage car and five coaches went over 
the embankment. 

The trainmen and those only slightly 
injured at once set to work to prevent the 
additional horror of fire, in which they 
succeeded and turned their attention to 
tae more unfortunate injured, and in a 
‘rery short time forty-five passengers, all 
badly burt,@im@ been released from the 
debris. A temporary hospital was im- 
provised at Sullivan and the most seriously 
injured were taken there, while others 
were brought to St. Louis on the relief 
train, which was hurried to the scene of 
the disastor. The women are under the 
care of Dr. McIntyre, chief surgeon of the 
road, 

It was 11:25 p. m. when the accident oc- 
curred. The train was traveling at ahigh 
rate of speed and most of the passengers 
had already gone to sleep, while the few 
remaining awake were about to do so. 
There is a curve in the road about three 
miles west of Sullivan and when this 
curve was reached a sudden jolt and jar 
was felt all over the train. Everybody 
feit it and the people in the rear csrs could 
hear the forward coaches rattling and 
rumbling over the ties and the crushing 
noises of cars being demolished. <A creek 
is crossed by the road at that point and 
there isasteep embankment thirty feet 
high. Most of the passengers thought the 
train was going through a bridge anda 
feeling of horror chilled their blood. 

In an instant all the coaches except the 
two sleeping cars had been thrown from 
the rails. People were thrown about in 
the cars in all directions and some of them 
were thrown from the coaches and down 
the embankment. Walter Davidson, who 
travels for the Westinghouse Air Brake 
Company, was tbrown right out of a win- 
dow on the opposite side of the coach from 
which he was sitting and sent rolling 
down the embankment to the edge of the 
creek. His feet were in the water. 

The explanation given by the trainmen 
and passengers was that the spikes and 
fish-plates had been removed from the 
rail at the curve thus leaving the rail 
louss on the tiés. The forward portion of 
the locomotive passed the piace all right, 
but the tender jumped the track and was 
thrown part of the way down an embank- 
ment. It would probably have gone the en- 
tire distance had not the forward end held 
itup. Who removed the spikes and plates 
is not known, but the supposition is the 
work was done by train robbers who wante 
ed to hold up the train. Still no robbers 
put in an appearance, and if the accident 
was caused by them they must have either 
weakened in their purpose or have thrown 
the wrong train and were not prepared to 
do their work at that time. Tue road offi- 
cials claim it as a clear case of train 
wrecking. 

In the same train were several physi- 
cians returning from Springfield, where 
the State medical convention was being 
held, and they also rendered valuable as- 
sistance in caring for theinjured. Among 
the latter was Dr. Russell, who received 
very serious hurts, having both ears taken 
off and being otherwise injured so badly 
that he could not be brought home and is 
now at Sullivan.

head; Mrs. Mary E. Nash, Bloomington, 
Ind., bruised on left side and severely 
shocked; C. W. Phillips, Springdale, Ark., 
fracture of arm and cut on shoulder; Dr. 
Ed S. Russell, Tuscarawas, O., flesh 
wound, ear torn off and cut in head, se- 
vere shock but rallying nicely, his wife 
also cut in the head; B. H. Newman, Cuba, 
Mo., cut in the mouth; D. Railey, New 
York, arm and leg broken; D. 8. Graves, 
Marshfieid, arm, leg and back bruised;

Connecticut Bank Officers Embezzle a 
Large Sum. 

New Haven, Conn., May 25.—John G 
Bradley, cashier of the Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank, is said to have been under 
the surveillance of officers of the law at 
his residence in Fairhaven. He is charged 
with embazzlement, the shortage being 
discovered by Bank Ez:amincs Ceosey is 
his examination Friday, The bank offl- 
cers declined to give. any information. 
Prosecuting Attorney Dailey is now in 
consultation with the officers of the bank, 
and it is rumored that Bradley will be ar- 
rested. The loss tothe bank may reach 
$100,000. It is said that Bradley and 
Charles W. Palmer discounted notes with- 
out the knowledge of the directors, and it 
has covered a space of several years. 
Palmer has been arrested also. 

The card was issued yesterday after- 
noon by ex-Governor Bigelow, president 
of the Merchants’ National Bank: 

Fo the Public: 

Certain irregularities have been found in the 
bank involving the cashier and assistant teller. 
There will probably be a considerable loss to 
the bank, which will not, however, impair its 
capital. It is not yet ascertained whether 
those officials have been the beneficiaries of 
these irregularities, but notes have been dils- 
counted which were not presented to the board 
of directors for their approval, and the loss on 
this kind of paper can not at this moment be 
stated. . 

Mr. Bigelow subsequently said: ‘I do 
not think that the entire surplus ($100, 000) 
will be lost, and hope that it will not ex- 
ceed half that amount.”? 

Teller Palmer has made a full confes- 
sion of all the transactions. Palmer is 
interested in the manufacture of patent 
medicine, and one story current is to the 
effect that he borrowed considerable 
money to extend his business, and, being 
unable to meet his payments, tided over 
by discount notes for the parties of whom 
he had borrowed money. This practice, 
it is stated, was discovered by Cashier 
Bradley, but Palmer induced him 
to keep it quiet, promising to 
take up the notes as fastas they became 
due. Failing to do this other notes were 
discounted unti! the cashier and teller be- 
came deeply involved and were compelled 
to keep quiet for their own safety. The 
general opinion last night was that the 
affair was much worse than the bank offi- 
cials care to admit. Cashier Bradley spent 
last night in the sheriff’s office and Palmer 
was at his own home, in charge ofa deputy. 

Bradley is about fifty years of age and 
is very popular. He was prominent in 
church circles and was also prominent in 
military circles. Palmer is about forty 
years old and has been with the bank 
nearly twenty years.

A GUTHRIE RIOT. 


The Settlement of Town Lot Contests 
Leads to a Riot—The Troops Called On. 
GuTHrig, I. T., May 25.—The soldiers 

were Thursday called out for the first 

time since the opening of Oklaboma, and 
for several hours Guthrie was practically 
under martial law. The meetings, he.d 
every night fora week by the men who 
lost their lots through contests and by the 
opening of streets, culminated in a riot. 

One of the best lots in Guthrie was 

awarded by the board of arbitration to a 

man named Driscoll, of Chicago. An old 

man named _ Diemer, of Kansas, 
occupied the front of the same 

lot with a tent Driscoll erected a 

building on rollers, ready to shove it to 

the front as soon as Diemer should va- 
cate. Recently tha Council passed an 
ordinance empowering the marshal to 
eject every person whose claim for a lot 
had been rejected by the arbitration 
board. This proceeding would affect 
over 1,000 persons. The city government 
made a test case of the Driscoll-Diemer 
contest. The marshal attempted to re- 
move Diemer and his tent. Immediately 
amob of 1,200 men collected and drove 
the marshal away. The mob was about 
to attack the city hall, when Captain 

Cavanaugh arrived and dispersed them, 

after which the city authorities resumed 

the work of ejecting Diemer. Diemer 
fought like atiger and had to be dragged 
from his tent to the street. Driscoil’s 
building was rolled forward. The mob 
attempted to tear the house to pieces, but 
this time the authorities were able to re- 
pulse the angry men without the aid of 
the soldiers. At night soldiers guarded 
the principal streets and more trouble is 
anticipated when the work of ejectment is 
again begun.

THE CRONIN MURDER. 


The Investigation Thus Far Into the Mure 
der of Dr. Cronin, in Chicago, Results 
in Several Arrests of Parties Seemingly 
Implicated in the Doctor’s Removal or 
Needed as Witnesses—The Inquest Will 
Now Proceed. 

Cuicaao, May 28.—At eleven o’clock 
last night the status of the investigation 
into the Cronin assassination was about 
the same as it had been twelve hours 
earlier. Very liitie progress had been 
made during the day. Despite the re- 
peated denials of the police authorities, 
who, with some show of temper, disclaim 
any knowledge of his whereabouts, it is 
definitely known that Peter McGeehan, 
the Philadelphia blacksmith, who is sus- 
pected of being the principal factor in 
the assassination, is confined in one of 
the dark cells beneath the detective de- 
partment in the City Hall. 

Detective Coughlin is still locked up at 
the Harrison-street station, but he has 
been provided with conveniences in the 
shape of furniture and bedding, which 
tend to mitigate the discomfort of his 
confinement. According to the authori- 
ties no one, not even the Lieutenant in 





| charge of the station, has been allowed to 


converse with him during the day. The 
report that P. O. Sullivan, the ice man, 
had been arrested on suspicion, turns out 
to be incorrect, although he is under such 
surveillance as would make it impossible 
for him to leave the city. In his case, as 
McGeehan’s, the authorities are inclined 
to go slow, and to act upon accumulated 
facts rather than upon theories and 
statements made in hot blood. 

There was a prolonged conference yes- 
terday afternoon, between Mayor Cre- 
gier, State’s Attorney Longnecker, Core 
poration Counsel Hutchinson and Attor- 
neys Luther, Laflin, Mills and W. J. 
Hynes, the two latter representing the 
friends and adherents of the murdered 
man. The report was circulated and gen- 


; erally believed that the participants were 


engaged in an examination of the papers 
and affidavits which had been collected 
by Cronin, and which bore on the alleged 
misappropriations of the Clan-na-Gael, 
aud in addition it was stated that whole- 
sale arrests of people named in the pa- 
pers were imminent. 

All this was denied when the confer- 
ence came to an end, the State’s attorney 
making the emphatic declaration that the 
only subject of the cenference was to 
straighten out the evidenve already given 
and affidavits taken, in crder that there 
might be a clear field for the opening of 
the coroner’s inquiry to-dny. It was also 
given out that none of the private papers 
of the deceased had been examined and 
that they would under no circumstances 
figure in the inquest. 

The statements printed yesterday 
morning that Dr. Cronin was “removed’? 
as aresult of a secret trial cunducted by 
the Clan-na-Gael organization is em- 
phatically denied by members of that 
organization. Luke Dillon, of Philadel- 
phia, who claims to be in this city as the 
representative of the national body, is- 
sued acard to the public last night em- 
phasizing this fact. 

The Ticghtning Chain of Circumstantial 
Evidence Against Me G-ehin, 

CnicaGo, May 28.—Detective Whaien, 
who accompanied Detective Cougilin in 
his search fer the man Smith, from 
Houghton, Mich., for whom Coughlin 
hired awhite horse on May 4, has been 
suspended from duty, pendiog further in- 
vestigation. 

Officials at the police department said 
yesterday morning that P. O. Sullivan 
had not been arrested the night before. 

The police claim that the chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence tending to show 
that he was concerned in the assination 
of Dr. Cronin is tightening around Peter 
McGeehan, the Philadelphian now under 
arrestin this city. Yesterday morning the 
real estate agent who leased the room on 
Clark street opposite Dr. Cronin’s office 
identified him as the man who rented it. 
The police further say that McGeehan 
was missing from his room in McCoy’s 
Hotel on the night of the murder, and it 
was because he could not give a satisfac- 
tory account of himself on that night 
that he was arrested. 

On the afternoon of the same day Mr, 
T. T. Conklin hurried down to the Pinker- 
ton agency and had a long consultation 
with Superintendent Murray. He told 
the detective that Dr. Cronin had been 
warned by friends that McGeehan had 
told three or four people that he was go- 
ing to “remove” Dr. Cronin. Dr. Cronin 
was not acquainted with McGeehan, buts 
friend pointed him out on Clark street. 
Dr. Cronin marched up to the fellow, 
and slapping him onthe shoulder, said 
“McGeehan, I understand that you have 
threatened to kill me. I believe my 
friends.” 

“ITU's a lie,” replied McGeehan, and he 
marched off. 

The police, it is said, made another im- 
portant move in the Cronin case yester- 
day afternoon. Harry Jordan, who came 
from Philadelphia, and who is said to 
have be2n an intimate friend of McGee- 
han’s, was placed in custody to “be held 
as a witness.”? It is suspected that he 
knows something of McGeehan’s move- 
ments that may prove of value. The po- 
lice do not charge him with being one of 
the principals in the murder. Harry Jor- 
dan, who at one time was a bar-tender at 
the McCoy Hotel, is described as a low, 
thick-set fellow, of rather excitable dis- 
position. He is said to have belonged to 
the Clan-na-Gael faction which was op- 
posed to Cronin, and it is charged that he 
had frequently denounced the doctor in 
public. 


Suilivan and Coughlin Arrested. 

CuicaGo, May 28.—Daniel] Coughlin, the 
detective, and P. O. Sullivan, the ice 
dealer, were formaly arrested last night 
on the charge of murdering Dr. Cronin. 
After the formal reading of the warrants 
Coughlin was led from his cell in the 
Harrison Street station, and, accompa- 
nied by his attorney, W.S. Forrest, was 
taken to the Chicago Avenue police sta- 
tion, where, after brief proceedings, he 
was committed to the county jail without 
bail. 

The information upon which the war- 
rant for the arrest of Coughlin and Sulli- 
van was issued was sworn to by John 
Joseph Cronin, a brother of the mur- 
dered man. Sullivan was arrested after 
eating nis supper at hom, and was held

Startling Revelations Concerning 
England’s Intentions. 


The Alaskan Seal*Fisheries 
Ges] May Cause Trouble 


Between Uacle Sam and John Bull—A 
British Otheer Says There'll Be Fight- 
ing There Svon if We Attempt to Pre- 
vent the Canadian Sealers from Hunt- 
ing—We Are Not Scared at All. 


Cxicaco, May 8 .—A special to The 
Times from Victoria, B. C., says: 

Startling revelations concerning the 
tenor and extent of the orders issued by 
the admiralty authorities to Admiral 
Heneage, commanding the Pacific 
squadron, and under which the British 
men-of-war Swiftsure, Icarus and 
Amphion, now at Esquimault, will pro- 
ceed to Behring sea early in June, were 
made Wednesday by an officer in high 
rank attached to the flagship. 

He and a number of other naval 
officers attended a luncheon given 
by local club men, and_ before the affair 
came to a close all were very much 
under the influence of champagne. At 
the height of festivities the officer in 
reponding to the toast of the navy said, 
in substance, that there would be some 
fighting soon in Behring sea if the 
American authorities attempted to pre- 
vent Canadian sealers from hunting 
there. No attention would be paid to 
the president’s proclamation, he said, 
and the admiral would not only dispute 
the claim of the Americans to exclusive 
sovereignty in the disputed waters, but 
if American cruisers should take into 
custody Canadian sealers caught fishing 
there the British men-of-war would take 
steps to recanture them. 

He said further that the admiral com- 
manding the North American station 
had sent the British cruiser Buzzard 
from Bermuda to New York, and while 
there orders were received from the ad- 
miralty to act at once, and send two 
war ships from the North American sta- 
tion to reinforee those now under orders 
to proceed to Behring sea, 

If the statements made by the officer 
are true, it would seem that Great Brit- 
ain means to resort to foree rather than 
wait for a diplomatic solution of the seal 
fishing difficulty. 

Late Wednesday afternoon the ad. 
miial heard of the statements made by 
the offiver, and at once ordered him un- 
der arrest. Strong efforts were made ta 
keep the matters secret, but it leaked 
out and caused great excitement. He 
has communicated to the admiralty au- 
thorities by cable. 


Not Alarmed at Washington, 

Wasuinaton, May 31.—Nobody at 
the state and navy department expressed 
alurm at the news coming from Victoria, 
B. O., that the British North Pagifie 
squadron had beey ordered to Behring’s 
sea. Commodore Walker, in charge of 
the detuil office at the navy departinent, 
says that none of our naval vessels have 
been ordered to Alaska except the The- 
tix, which was assigned to that station 
some time ago, and has been regularly 
engayed in patroling the Alaskan coast 
for several months past. He says he 
does not think Great Briiain and the 
United States will war about the seal 
fisheries,

A Brie f but Entertaining Description of 
the Eiffel Tower—How Visitors May 
Res ch the Very Top of This High Struc- 
tur & 


TY e Washington monument is no longer 
the: highest structure in the world. This dis- 
ting tion, since March, 1889, belongs to the 
Eif el tower, built in Paris on the Champ de 
Me rs, at the entrance to the grounds where 
the World's Exposition began this May. The 
projector of this tower, Monsieur Eiffel, a dis- 
tinguished French engineer, encountered 
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THE EIFFEL TOWER. 
much opposition. It was prophesied that 
such a structure must fall by its own weight 
—nearly 40,000,000 pounds, that it could not 
resist the pressure of heavy wind storms and, 
finally, that if it proved stable the great mass 
of iron would magnetize everything in Paris, 

M. Eiffel met all these objections by going 
ahead and building his tower, which is pro- 
nounced perfectly safe, and visitors to this 
feature of the exposition need not fear to 
make the ascent. No one can fall out of the 
elevators or off the stairways, and every part 
of the structure is protected from lightning. 

To give some conception of this tremendous 
structure, 1,000 feet in height and dwarfing 
everything around it into absolute insignifi- 
cance, Golden Days, from which the cut is 
reproduced, describes it as follows: 

The Seine, at its base, looks likea very small 
gutter along a footpath, the gilt dome of the 
Invalides resembles a pin cushion, and the 
Trocadero, opposite, is only visible because it 
This wonderful tower is of 
cast iron, of pyramidal form, and the ex: 
treme height is 1,000 feet. It rests on four 
pillars, which are 322 feet apart, and the arch 
has a height of 161 feet. 

The first story is 192 feet from the ground, 
and has a gallery 48 feet wide, where cafes, 
restaurants and waiting rooms have been 
fitted up, The second story is 450 feet from 
the ground, and there is another gallery, 80 
feet wide. From this point the tower nar- 
rows more rapidly, and runs up to what looks 
like a small point from the ground below; 
but there is room enaugh in the balcony and 
cupola for hundreds of people to stand and 
look, not only all over Paris, but for a dis- 
tance of ninety miles in any direction, Access 
to the first gallery is had by four elevators, 


the top of the tower by the elevators or walk 
up by one of the four stairways,

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DEVELOPMENT OF AFRICA. 





How England Is Forcing a Large Trade— 
The Slave Traffic. 

American schemes for the extension 
of trade with Africa have not met with 
that degree of success which the most 
sanguine had hoped for. Not many 
years ago a prominent New York mer- 
chant became quite enthusiastic re- 
specting the prospects of Liberia, 
sending out sugar mills, encouraging 
coffee culture, and aiding in the depor- 
tation of American negroes, but the 
so-called ‘republic’ now exists scarce- 
ly in name In like manner a steam- 
ship project which for a time engaged 
the fostering interest of several New 
York genttemen philanthropically in- 
clined never took a tangible form and 
passed out of mind. But a line of 
sailing vessels from New York to Li- 
beria has been maintained, and Ameri- 
ean exports of manufactured cotton to 
Africa through various channels form 
a considerabie item. Meanwhile En- 
gland building up a flourishing 
trade on both sides of the continent, 
on the coast and at Zanzibar. 
Trade with the colony of Lagos for the 
year 1S87 amounted to $4,500,000, and 
it is calculated that the entire trade of 
great Britain with the west coast last 
year amounted to the approximate 
value of $25,000,000 of imports and 
$13,090,000 of exports, comparing well 
with some portions of India. At Zan- 
zibar, up to the recent breaking out of 
hostilities, the whole coast was a con- 
tinuous line of British Indian trading 
stations, and trading increased rapidly 
to $10,000,000, the greater part of this 
being in the hands of British subjects. 
‘Unfortunately,” as we are told by 
Archbishop Farrar, ‘‘this property at- 
tracted the greed of certain German 
adventurers,” who made ‘bogus 
treaties,” claimed vast tracts of coun- 
try, and proceeded to take possession, 
despite the remonstrances of the Sul- 
tan. Furthermcre, according to the 
authority just quoted, “the whole 
trade of the coast is in the hands of 
some 10,000 British subjects from In- 
cia, including the ivory trade, copra, 
gum opal, india rubber, hide and grain 
trades. These British Indians have 
lent large sums of money to the Arab 
ivory caravans. They have also in- 
invested their profits in mortgages on 
the houses and plantations of the 
Arabs, feeling quite secure under the 
shadow of Engiish justice. The Brit- 
ish Indians have £500,000 of floating 
capital employed at this time in the 
ivory trade in the far interior, and 
unless some decisive measures are un- 
dertaken by the English Government 
this large sum must inevitably be 
lost.” England appears to have be- 
come inextricably involved by joining 
in an agreement with Germany to 
maintain a blockade ‘‘to put down the 
slave trade,” a feat somewhat difficult 
of accomplishment where every Afr® 
can and Arab trader is a slaveholder 
cither in will or deed. Clearly enouga, 
it would now appear the ‘‘developmert 
of Africa,” whatever this may mean, 
has received a check from which there 
will be tardy recovery. It is surmised, 
however, that traders in Zanzibar, 
while postponing indefinitely the real- 
ization of hopes for the commercial 
subjugation of the interior lake re- 
gions accessible from this point may 
give anew impetus to the Congo Free 
State and to efforts to penetrate trop- 
ical Africa through the Soudan. ‘The 
marvelous achievements of Living- 
stone’s successor, Henry M. Stanley, 
of whom full advices have just come 
to hand, invest the subject with a new 
interest. —Ilron Age.

The Intangible Yet Perceptible Triftes 
That Make the Man a Gentleman. 


A keen observer of our young men 
can not but be struck with a tendency 
on the part of a great many of them, at 
least, to disregard the small courtesies 
of life—the intangible yet very per- 
ceptible little things that make the 
mana gentleman. Many persons con- 
tend that outward manner is a very 
secondary consideration if the head is 
well stocked with knowledge, and that 
if a young man has the faculty to get 
on in the world it is a matter of very 
little importance if his manners do not 
model themselves after a Chesterfield. 
That this idea is prevalent is proved 
by the great number of well-educated 
men—men of ability and power—who, 
however, one would never accuse of 
being gentlemen—who, clever and 
with no lack of brains, are painfully 
deficient in good breeding. With no 
intentional lapses, they are awkward, 
bumptious, presuming, even vulgar. 
In most countries an educated man 
and a gentleman are almost synony- 
mous terms. On this side of the At- 
lantic they by no means always belong 
to the same man. Educational advan- 
tages are within the reach of all 
classes of people—people who have the 
benefit of no home training for their 
manners, or any cultivated persons 
among their acquaintances. Ono 
fact is true all the world over, 
that where, by some freak of nature, 
& man shows himself superior to 
his own class in intelligence and tal- 
ents, he is never content to remain 
on the lower stave of the ladder. 
Many persons assert that the self- 
made man is always the best. In 
point cf ability he proves without 
doubt that he has within him that 
which has determined his fitness for 
the place he has earned for himself. 
But because a man by his brains, en- 
ergy and pluck carves out his own 
fortune, putting himself in a prom- 
inent position, is it not very desirable 
also that he should also cultivate the 
courtesies of life so that the talent be 
not hidden by roughness and uncult- 
ured bearing? Because a man is a 
successful lawyer, it does not justify 
him to say that he can be his own 
tailor, or that ill-fitting clothes, if be- 
longing to him and of his own make, 
are as suitable as those of good cut.

How Bears Trap Salmon. 





Many mountain streams abound in 
trout. The higher up one goes the 
more fish there seem to be, they 
mounting falls of several feet high in 
their ambitious progress towards the 
source of the water's supply. The 
salmon, the cousin of the trout, is fa- 
mous for its method of going up 
stream: it darts at falls ten or twelve 
feet high, leaps into the air, and 
rushes up the falling water ina mar- 
velous manner. So determined are 
the salmon to attain the high and safe 
waters that in some localities nets are 
placed beneath the falls, into which 
the fish tumble in their repeated at- 
tempts to clear the hill of water. 
Other than human hunters, however, 
profit by these scrambles up hill. 


the upper St. John river, in Canada, 
there was once arock in which a large 
circular well, or pot-hole, had been 
worn by the action of the water. At 
the salmon season this rock proved a 
favorite resort for bears;. and for a 
good reason. Having an_ especial 
taste for salmon, the bears would 
watch at the pot-hole, and as the sal- 
mon, dashing up the fall, were 
frequently thrown over into it, the 
bears would fish them out without 
difticulty.—Chicago Times. 
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Asphalt for Paving Purposes. 





The system of asphalt paving intro- 
duced so extensively in Paris has 
proved, it would seem, admirably 
adapted for the great driving streets, 
but not so well for those subjected to 
heavy business traffic, and among the 
advantages principally attributed to it 
are those of homogeneity of material, 
noiselessness, perfect surface drainage 
and the readiness with which the 
road-way can be repaired; that is, as- 
suming that the asphalt material is of 
good quality, instead of the unreliable 
compositions consisting of crude min- 
eral tar or manufactured tar mixed 
with pulverized minerals of earth. In 
all reliable asphalt pavements the 
asphaltum rock is heaLed to 200 or 212 
degrees, is compress ad while hot, and 
when cool assumes, all the essential 
qualities of the original rock, It 
appears that so ‘satisfactory has this 
kind of improved pavement proved in 
that ‘already some 600,000 
Square metres. of roads and streets are 
now covered with it, its firmness of 
wear as Well as all other qualities,

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A BUILDER’S PROBLEM. 


A Suggestion for Raising Heavy Blocks 
of Stone. 


At one of the meetings of the British 
Association a paper was read on a plan 
of raising large stones for the purpose 
of building huge masses of masonry, 
and which was supposed to be the 
means employed in building the pyra- 
mids, although the precise method 
adopted by the mighty builders of the 
valley of the Nile was admitted to be 
a vexed question. The supposition is 
that the lifting power was applied 
from below, the stone being raised by 
a tilting process. One end of the 
stone would first of all be raised from 


the ground by means of power- 
ful levers, which might be 
of considerable length and worked 
by a large number of men. 


After getting the stone to the proper 
height, a stab of stone or metal could 
be inserted, and a similar process 
adopted with the other end of the 
stone. So, by alternately working at 
either end, acerfain height might be 
attained. Then, bp the use of wedges 
and rollers, the stone might be got 
into position. Anothex’ method sug- 
gested was by means oy slightly in- 
clined planes formed of s€rong timber- 
work or even masonry, weérking the 
stones up on rollers by leverage. ap- 
plied behind. There does mot seem to 
be any suggestion of any disect lifting 
power applied from above. ‘The ques- 
tion is certainly one involved in con-
